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ABSTRACT 



Data concerning postsecondary minority enrollment 



trends from 1976 through 1986 are presented and analyzed. The first 
section of the report presents overall enrollment trends by 
racial/ethnic categories and selected institutional characteristics, 
using data from the Center for Education Statistics institution-based 
postsecondary education surveys* The second section presents 
househo I debased statistics from census population surveys, which are 
used to derive a measure of participation in postsecondary education 
by comparing enrollments with the 18- to 24- and 25- to 34-year-old 
population cohorts. Major findings include the following: (1) 
minority enrollment was at a record high level in 1986 (12.5 million 
students, more than in 1984); (2) two-year institutions account 
for Z7jC of total enrollment and 47/C of minority enrollment; (3) 
enrollment of white and black males continues to decline; (4) women's 
enrollment/ regardless of race/ethnicity, continues to increase and 
now accounts for 53/J of total enrollment; and (5) about one-third of 
18~ to 24--year--old5 were enrolled in college in 1986. Three tables 
are appended that provide data on fall 1984 enrollment by state and 
racial/ethnic group; fall 1986 enrollment by state and racial/ethnic 
group; and fall 19o6 enrollment by attendance status and 
racial/ethnic group, and by institution type, control (public and 
private), and sex of students. (KM) 
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Enrollmentininstitutionsofhighereducation wasatarecoidhighlevelin 1986. Over 
12.5 million students were enrolled in colleges and universities across the country, a 2 
percent increase over enrollment in 1984. 

Increases were recorded for virtually all racial/ethnic categories. Some highlights fol- 
low. 

• Minority enrollment has been at an all-time high. 

• Black enrollment has not decreased since 1984. 

• Hispanic enioUment has steadily risen since 1976 and broke the 600,000 mark in 1986. 

• Asian and Pacific Islander enrollment has more than doubled since 1976. 

• Two-year institutions have accounted for 37 percent of total enrolhnent but 47 per- 
cent of total minority enrolhnent 

• White male enrollment has declined to 4.6 million, continuing a trend that began after 
1982. 

• Black male enrolhnent has declined about 7 percent since 1976. 

• Enrolhnent of women, regardless of race/ethnicity, has continued to increase, arid 
women now account for 53 percent of total enrollment. 

• About one-third of the Nation*s 18- to 24-year-old high school graduates were en- 
rolled in college in October 1986. 

These are among the findings of data collected biennially since fall 1976 and include 
the first results on enrollment collected (in fall 1986) through the new Integrated 
Postsecondary Education Data System (IPEDS). 

This rq[)ort contains two major sectiwis. The first presents overall enrollment trends 
by racial/ethnic categories and selected characteristics of higher education insdtutions. 
The data are from the Center for Education Statistics institution-based posu^ondary 
education surveys (HEGISandlPEDS).^ The second section presents household-based 
statistics from the Bureau of the Census Cunrent Population Surveys. The information 
is used to derive a measure of participation in postsecondary education by co^nparing en- 
rollments with the 18- to 24- and 25- to 34-year-old population cohorts. 
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Trends in Minority Enrollront in Higher Education, Fall 1976-Fall 1986 



Total EnrollirBnta 

EnrollmBnt in institutions of hic^er education grew by over 1.5 million students fron 
1975 to 1986 (table 1) . All racial/ethnic groi^js contributed to this net increase to 
varying degrues. Ranked by their proportion of the total ixicrease, \Aiite8 accounted for 
over one-half of the growth, followed by Asians or Pacific Islanders, Hispanics, 
noQiresident aliens, blades, and Anerican Indians or Alaskan Natives. By 1986, 
minorities^ constituted about 18 percent of total enrollment, \xp fron 15 percent in 
1976. 

EnroUinsnt by institutional Oantrpl 

Bie rise in enrollment fron 1976 to 1986 \«s fairly evenly distributed between public and 
private Institutions. Far exanple, public institutions accounted for about 79 percent of 
total enrollment in 1976. By 1986, this had sli^tly fallen to 78 percent. However, the 
distribution of minority students among public and plvate institutions shows a different 
pattern. 

Khite enrollment in public Institutions has increased by over 550,000 students since 
1976, but the proportion of vAiites in public institutions to total enrollment in public 
institutions has declined from about 82 percent to 79 percent (derived from table 1) . 
Blade enrollment in public institutions increased by about 25,000 students between 1976 
and 1986 but as a pr o por t ion to total enrollment, t^ey also had a decline, from 9.6 to 
8.8 percent. Hispanics and Asians or Pacific Islanders shewed large increases in 
enrollment and together account for about 9.4 percent of total enrollment in public 
institutions. 

Similar shifts since 1976 occurred in private ins'd-tutions. Vihite and black enrollments 
declined as a percentage of total enrollment, \*iile the proportion of Hispanic, Asian or 
Pacific Islander, and nonresident alien enrollment increased as a percentage of total 
enrollment in private institutions. These dianging pr oportions of minority enrollment 
may indicate that the rates of change in minority poixilations, particularly for Hispanics 
and Asians or Pacific Islanders, are increasing faster than those of whites or blacks. 

Bie overall rate of change in enrollment growth shews two distinct patterns. The largest 
rise was the biennial change fron 1978 to 1980, when the rate of growth v«is 7.6 percent. 
There was a fall between 1982 and 1984 of 1.2 percent. Otherwise, growth has been 
between 2.2 and 2.5 p er cent biennally (derived froa table 1). Ht^^vbt, these rates of 
change varied significantly by racial/ethnic categories during the past decade* For 
exanple, since 1976, Hispanics have had net increases in biennial enroUmsnt rates, 
ran^ng from a Iw of 3 percent between 1982 and 1984 to about 17 percent betv^en 1984 
aixi 1986. The grcwth rates for Asians or Pacific Islanders have been in double digits 
between 1976 and 1986, with the hi^iest rates of growth occurring betv^en 1976 and 1982.

Khltes and blacks on the other hand, have had Ic^^ gro^ rates than the other 
racial/ethnic groi^. Khlle fran 1976, \<hlte enrollment rates have Increased biennially 
in every time period except between 1982 and 1984, the rate of change varied fron 1.3 to 
7 percent. Black enrollment rates increased betv^een 1976 and 1980 but decreased 2.8 
percent between 1980 and 1984, ax^ slightly increased again between 1984 and 1986. 
Black enrollment in 1986 ^MB 26,000 students below the highest black enrollment level 
ever recorded ~ 1.11 million students in 1980. 

other racial/ethnic groi^ have had consistent enrollment increases since 1976: 
Kispanics and Asians or Bacific Islanders. Starting fran a base of nearly 400,000, the 
nun^ of Hispanics has grown biennially, reaching about 625,000 students in 1986 (figure 
i) • Enrollments of Asians or Pacific Islanders started fran a lower base, around 
200,000, and more than doubled by 1986. American IndJan/Alaskan Native enrollment grew 
from 76,000 to 90,000 students. 

Enrollments by Sex 

There has been a ocnplete reversal in the distribution of enrollments between men and 
woran. In 1976, men and vonen accounted for 53 and 47 percent, respectively, of 
enrollments in hi^ier education (table 1) . By 1986, the distribution exactly the 
opposite, 53 percent fenale and 47 percent male. 

!it7tal xiale enrollments rose by slightly xiiore than 90,000 students between 1976 and 1986. 
!Iher8 \<ere increeises in every 2-year time period, except for between 1976 and 1978 and 
between 1982 and 1984. However, this pattern varied significantly by racial/ethnic 
categories (table 1). In particular, enrollments of vMte and black males fell by 3.5 
and 7 percent, respectively, since 1976~the only two Acial/ethnic groi5)s to ejqperience 
an actual decline among the men. These decreases were offset by the dramtic rise in 
jiale enrollment of Hispanics, Asians or Pacific Islanders, and nonresident aliens. 
Enrollments of American Indian and Alaskan Native males were relatively stable over this 
tims p^od and were at about the same level as in 1976. 

T!he biennial rate of change in male enrollment patterns varied by racial/ethnic 
category. As shown in figure 2, vMte nale biennial enrollment rates decreased by about 
4.0 percent from 1976 to 1978 and declined again betv^en 1982 and 1984. Black mle 
enrollment rates showed declines in three time periods, fran 1976 to 1978, fron 1980 to 
1982, aiid fran 1982 to 1984. Ohe decline fran 1982 to 1984 was particularly sharp, 4.6 
percent. The other male racial/ethnic categories (Hispanics and Asians or Pacific 
.Islanders) have had increases biennally since 1976. Ihe rate of change was quite high 
for the Asian or Bacific Islander category, ranging fran 11 to about 25 percent. 

Female enrollment has grown substantially since 1976, fran about 5.2 million in 1976 to 
over 6.6 million in 1986. Ihece vas a net increase in female enrollment in all 
racial/ethnic categories during this time period. Hhe rate of change in enrollmants 
reflect the increase in that, with the exception of sliest declines in the number of 
white, black, and American Indian/Alaskan Native females enrolled between 1982 and 1984, 
the rates of enrollment have increased biennally during the time period covered in this 
report (figure 3) ♦ As vdth males, the increMes have been particularly high among female 
Asians or Pacific Islanders, ranging fran a high of 23.8 percent between 1978 and 1980 to 
a lew of 11 percent betwsen 1982 and 1984 .

nie rise in total enrollmant betv^aen 1376 and 1986 has resiolted in a 2 percent shift 
towards 2-year institutions. Four-year institutions accxnanted for about 65 percent of 
total enrollmant in 1976, vMle 2-year institutions had about 35 percent. Hie 1986 
percentages were 63 and 37 percent, respectively. 

EnroUinant in 4-year institutions of hig^ education increased by 10 percent betv^een 
1976 and 1986 (derived from table 2). However, this gro^ was unevenly distributed 
among the racial/othnic categories. For eTcanple, the net growth in enrollmsnts of white 
students went nearly 6 percent, vMle black enrollments iiicreased about 2 percent. In 
fact, blade emroUmants in 4-year institutions have been remarkably stable since 1982, 
ranging frcni 612,000 students in 1982 to 615,00 students in 1986. Biennial rates of 
change exceeded 3 percent for blacks only twice (up 3.6 percent between 1978 and 1980 and 
down 3.5 percent between 1980 and 1982) . The other minority groi^ had hig^ increases 
between 1976 and 1986 1 60 percent for Hispanics; 120 percent for Asians or Pacific 
Islanders; 14 percent for Annerican Indians or Alaskan Natives; and 64 percent for 
nonresident aliens. 

The growth rate from 1976 to 1986 for 2-year institutioM was hi^er than than that of 
their 4-year oounterpartsi 21 versus 10 percent. ThiJi increase was griierally reflected 
in most of the racial/ethnic categories, as well. For exanple, \^tes' net growth rate 
in 2-year institutions over the past decade ws 16 percent— over twice that within 4-year 
institutions (6 percent) . Black enrollment in 2-year institutions increased about 9 
percent; Hispanic, 64 percent; Asian or Pacific Islander, 135 percent; and American 
Indian, 24 percent. Nonresident alien was the only category that had a percent£3e 
increase lower than that in 4-year institutions: 26 percent 

!Ihe higher growth rates of minority enrollment in 2-year institutions have resxilted in 
these institutions' having a disproportionately hi^ share of minority enrollment. For 
example, vMle 2-year sdiools accounted for 37 percent of total enrollment in nigher 
education, they also accounted for 47 percent of total minority enrollments in 1986, up 
from 45 percent in 1976 (derived fron table 2) . Ihe reason for this increase is that the 
numerical growth in minorities has been hi^ier in 2-year institutions (287,000 over the 
past decade) than the 264,000 increase in 4-year institutions (table 2 and figure 4). 

Enrollments bv Level of Study 

T?5bie 3 pacecents racial/ethnic enrollment'' in institutions of higher education by level 
of study (undergraduate, graduate, and first^-professional) and year. The data include 
distributing "unclassified" students (those not seeking a degree) within either 
undergraduate or graduate levels of stody, because, by definitions used in the surveys, 
those students enrolled in a first-professional degree pr og ram are always seeking a 
degree.^

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The distribution of hic^ier education eL^llnent^ among levels of study has not changed 
iKuch since 1976. For exaitple, undergraduates accounted for about 87 percent of total 
enrollments in 1976. The carfarable figure for 1986 was 86 percent (d^ived fron table 
3). 

However, the mijiority and nonresident alien prppor*d.on of enrollments at all three levels 
of sUx^ have increased. For exairple, in 1986 Hispanics accounted for 5.3 percent of 
undergraduate enrollnent, ug frcm 3.7 percent in 1976. The Asian or Pacific Islander 
p ropo rt ion rose from 1.8 percent in 1976 to 3.6 percent in 1986. White and black 
proporticns both fell, frcm 82.2 to 79.2 and fron 10 to 9.2 percent, respectively. 
SiMlar patterns occurred at the graduate level. Of particular note was the major 
increase in the pr oportion of xKsiresident aliens. In 1986, this groi^ accounted for 9.5 
percent of total graduate enroUnent. At the first-professional level, the propox±ionate 
share of eacn minority group increased, with the exception of i^merican Indians/Alaskan 
N*itives» 

Undacgraduate enrollments, at 10.8 million in 1986, were at their highest levels since 
1982. Hispanic, Asian or Pacific Islander, and i^msrican Indian/Alaskan Native 
enrollments were at all-time hig^ at the undergraduate level. Black undergraduate 
enrollments were almost at the 1 million maz^, slightly below their historic hig^ of 
1.028 million in both 1980 and 1982. Nonresident alien undergraduate enrollments 
declined to 204,000, continuing a dcMiward trend that began after 1982. 

Postbaccalaureate enrollments ware also on the rise. For exanple, graduate enrollments, 
at 1.4 million in 1986, were at their hig^iest level ever recorded. Whites and 
nonresident aliens accounted for the largest propo rtions, 78.9 and 9.5 percent, 
respectively, in 1986 . However, all racial/ethnic groiqps were at, or very near, their 
all-tima hic^ in graduate*»level enrollments. Oct the other hand, first-professional 
enrollment at 270,000 was down slig^itly fron the numbers of students in the years fron 
1980 through 1984. Whites continued to be the predominant racial/ethnic groi?> of 
first-professionals, accounting for over 85 percent of all first-professional enrollments 
in 1986. 



Participation Rates in Higher Education 

As indicated earlier, the increase in enrollment may reflect the growth in population. 
Ihus, by xising data drawn fron the Censxas Bureau's Current Population Surveys (CPS), one 
can coqpare CPS estimates of enrollment and population to detemine participation rates 
for three racial/ethnic categories (white, black axvl Hispanic) . Hie population used in 
this analysis was the traditional college-going age groip, 18- to 24- year-olds, plus the 
25- to 34-year-olds. Ihese two age groi?5S account for most college participants. 
Results are shown in table 4. It should be noted, however, that the CPS population and 
enrollment data are not directly ocnparable to the HEGIS and IPEDS institutional survey 
results because CPS infonnation is derived fron sanples of households. Also, there are 
sane additional limitations \4ien using these nimibers . Ilhe true representation of these 
racial /ethnic groi^ may be underestimated for those groi^ that grew faster than the 
average and overestimated for the other groi^. Also, the participation rates are 
affected by a growth (or decline) of the populations within the age groups. Thus, the 
information only provides a rough measure of adult participation in higher education and 
must be used with caution.

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m the October 1976 Current Pcpolation Survey, 33.1 percent of all 18- to 24-year-old 
hi^ school graduates indicated that they were enrolled in a college or university (table 
4 and figure 5) • ^s percentage dropped sli^tly in the late 1970s and began to 
increase again by 1981. During the 1980s, the participation rates retained relatively 
stable, fluctuating between 32.5 axKi 34 percent. Fran 1979 on, the rates for whites were 
slightly higgler than these for the population as a vtole. Ttva rates for both blacks and 
Hispanics were generally below 30 percent each during most of the 1980s. (Hispanic 
participation rates for 1983 were 31.4 percent) . These two groups had decreases in 
participation rates between 1984 and 1985 but the rates had increased again by 1986. 

Bie participation rates of 25- to 34- year-old hic^ school graduates show a different 
pattern than those of 18- to 24-year-olds. For exanple, the participation rates were 
much lo^, usually slic^tly under 10 percent versus the 33 percent for 18- to 24- 
year-olds. Of particular note is the fact that participation rates of blacks have often 
been higgler than those for \diites. ^ rates for blacks v^re higher until October 1984, 
vdien the blade rate of 8.1 percent was below the vdiite participation rate (8.4 percent) 
for the first tiro since 1976. Hispanic participation rates of 25- to 34-year-olds have 
consistently exceeded those of whites .

Technical Appendix 

Data sources 

The biennial racial/ethnic enrollment statistics in this bulletin are derived f ran twD 
data sources. The inf ormtion for 1976 through 1984 ccmes fron data reported by 
institutions of hig^-ier education to the Hi^ier Education General Infonnation Systan 
(HBSIS) siarvey entitled "Fall Enrolljnsnt and Cottpliance Report of Insitutions of Higher 
Education." Die 1986 data for the same institutions were collected through the new 
Integrated Postsecondary Education Data S^mtan (IPEDS) survey on fall enrollment. IPEDS 
has now replaced the HBGIS data collection system. 

Imputations 

While the HBSIS and IPEDS data reported here are historically ccrrparable in terms of the 
reporting institutions, that is, those accredited at the college level by agencies 
recognized by the Secretary uf Education, there are several differences.

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In the case of totally nonrespondiiig institutions ^ that is, those that did not return an 
enrollitent survey form, HBGIS data wera lirputed vAienever possible by using previously 
reported information. In a few cases, iitputations could not be performed, and thus 
enrollments by racial/ethnic categories were slightly less than the total enrollments 
reported by the institutions. Hcrwever, this wasn't a major problem because racial/ethnic 
totals ware always within 0.3 percent of the actual totals. In IPEDS, the sane procedure 
was followed, except that hot-deck imputations (corputer matching with a similar 
institution of higher education) were performed when previously reported data were 
unavailable. In a few cases, conputer notching could not be done, and thus, as was the 
case with HEGIS, data are not available. 

In the HEXjIS surveys, racial/ethnic data were iirputed for those institutions v«hich 
underreported students by race/ethnicity, that is, the sum of enrollitent by racial ethnic 
categories did not equal total enrollment. The same technique was used for the 1986 
IPEDS data. That is, the "race unknown" category was redistributed among the reported 
data in proportion to the institution's actual reported racial/ethnic enrollments. The 
magnitude of race xmknown for 1986 is rather small (15,427 students out of the 12.516 
million total enrollment reported). As in previous years, these 15,427 students are not 
included in the tables. 

Xhclassified Students 

In table 3, data are presented by level of study (undergraduate, graduate, and 
first-professional). Besults differ fron previously published data because the 
unclassified students ^ reported in 1976 through 1982 were redistributed across the 
undergraduate/graduate categories based on the percent ^peported in those twD categories 
for each racial/ethnic group. In HEGIS, these students could not be categorized by level 
of Btixfy. In IPEDS, the situation has changed in that institutions now provide the 
information by level. Thus, in this bulletin, the 1976 through 1984 data are adjusted to 
allow cdiparisons with the IPEDS information. 
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Glossary of key ternis 

American Indian or Alaskan Native . A person having origins in aiiy of the original 
peoples of North America or vA^o maintains cultural identification through tribal 
affiliation or cotinunity recognition. 



^Biese are students \A)o were not candidates for a degree or other fomal award 
although they were taking courses for credit in regular classes with other 
students. 
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Asian or Pacific Islander , A person having origins in ajny of the original peoples of the 
Par East/ Southeast Asia, the Indian Subcontinent, or Pacific Islands. These Include 
people from Oiina, Japan, Korea, the Philippine Islands, Samoa, India, and Vietnam. 

Black > non-Hlspanlc . A person having origins in any of the black racial groups of Africa 
(excludes those of Hispanic origin). 

First-professional student . A student enrolled in any of the following 
post-baccalaureate degree programs: 

Chiropractic (D.C. or D.C.M.) Pharmacy (D. Phar.) 

Dentistry (D.D.S or D.M.D.) Podiatry (Pod. D. or D.P.) 

Msdicine (M.D.) Veterinary Medicine (D.V.M.) 

Optcroatry (O.D.) Law (L.L.B., J.D.) 

Osteopathic Medicine (D.O.) lheo2.ogy (M.Dlv., M.H.L or B.D.) 

Graduate student . A student holds a bachelor's or first-professional degree, or 
equivalent, and is taking courses at the postbaccalaureate level. Ihese students ray or 
nay not be seeking a degree. 

Hispanic > A person of Mexican, Puerto Rican, Cuban, Central or South Amerioan, or other 
Spanish culture or origin, regardless of race. 

Nonreside nt alien . A person is not a citizen or national of the United States and 
\fi*io is in this country on a visa or tanporary basis and does not have the right to renain 
indefinitely. 

Race/ethnicit v. Categories used to describe groups to which individuals belong, identify 
vdth, or belong in the eyes of the connunity. The categories do not denote scientific 
definitions of anthropological origins. A person may be counted in only one group. The 
grasps used to categorize U.S. citizens and resident aliens (holders of Form 1-551/155) 
are:

Asians or Pacific Islander 

Hispanic
